Therefore, according to theſe Aphoriſms of the learned Authors, ſomething 
"prodigious muſt be the Conſequence of theſe Configurations, and the 
Kingdom and Countries, thereby fignified, will be much inclin'd tof.

1 Degree foÞ every two Hours it is after Noon (that is, 4 Des 
grees) to her Place, and I have 5 deg. 17 m. of Virgo fot 
her Place at Riſing, with which I enter the preceeding, Ta- 
le, and take out the Hours and Minutes of ſemidiurnal 
Arch 6h. 53 m. which ſubſtracted from her Southing 14 h. 
44m. (or two Hours forty four Minutes the next Morn-j ' 
ing) and the Reſidue is 7 h.
